“CINCINNATI PLAN” TO AID 


SCHOOLS GIVEN TO PRIESTS 


Pupils in Secondary Institutions to Have Tuition 


Paid by Heme Parishes. 


Cincinnati Following the recent 
announcement of the reorganization 
of the Catholic School system in the 
Archdiocese of Cincinnati, plans for 
the financial! suppor‘ of evisting 
schools and of new schools which wil! 
be opened are outlined In a letter 
which is being sent by Areh 
bishop John T. McNicholas to the 
Catholic pastors. 

High school pupils from the various 
parishes will be essigned to the di 
cesan high schoo's according to thelr 
geographical location. Children at- 
tending the high schools will have 
their tuition paid by their home par- 
ishes, provided that they are attending 
the high school to which their respec- 
tive parishes are tributary. If they 
attend a Catholic high schoo! other 
than the one assigned to their parish, 
the tuition must be paid by the fam 
ilies of the students. 

Each of the Central Catholic high 
schools will be under the diocesan su- 
pervision of the Superintendent of 
Catholic schools, having uniformity of 
texts and standards, so that children 
moving from one parish, or one sec 
tion, to another will not be retarded 
by a change of methods, texts and or 
ganization. The pastors of the re 
spective churches have been notified 
of the schools to which their parishes 
have been made tributary. 


Means of Support. 

Support of the school program will 
be secured by monthly collections to 
be taken up in all the parishes, or by 
other means having the approval ot 
the Archbishop. The funds in eac! 
parish will be kept for the exclusiv:
